OUTBREAK OF 1910 


The story of the present cycle 
of American-Mexican relations has 
its real beginning in the outbreak 
in 1910 of the military revolution 
led by Francisco I. Madera against 
the long established regime of 
President Porfirio az. A policy 
of noninterference was adopted by 
President Taft, who soon mobilized 
units of the Regular Army on the 
border to guarantee neutrality and 
protect American interests. There- 
after extra troops were stationed 
there until 1919, by which time the 
general situation had cased con- 
siderably. 


IMMENSE COUNTRY 
Mexico is the fourth largest 


American republic as regards ter- 
ritory; it has 1729 miles of coart 
on the Gulf of Mexico and Car!h- 
bean Sea, and on the Pacific 4574 
miles. It has ten major ports 
on the Gulf Coast and twelve on 
the Pacific, the former having 
steamship communications direct 
to the United States, Canada, Eu- 
rope, etc., and the latter to Ja- 
pan and China. Mexico's oil re- 
sources need no more than a pars- 
ing comment, and they are amp'y 
illustrated by the fact that taxation 
in this respect during the year 
1922 produced a revenue of no 
less than 62,000,000 pesos. : 

As a mineral producing cout- 
try its resourcgs are unbounded; 
its products include gold, siiver, 
lead, copper, zinc, graphite, mer- 
cury, arsenic and antimony. in 
January, last, there were in tho 
republic upward of 1500 mines in 
activé operation. Mexico leads the 
world in silver production, Is sec- 
ond in the production of copper, 
second in lead and fifth.in gold 
It ranks third among the corn- 
producing countries, and has ten 
times the available sugar land tun:

Duke of Northumberland 
Has Plan Similar to That 
Followed in Italy

LONDON, Aug. 31.—The Social- 
ist Daily Herald exposes a plan for 
an organization of British Fascistt. 
of which the Duke of Northumber- 
land. leader of the die-hard Tories. 
is said to be the head. Literature 
in connection with the new move- 
ment is being issued from the office 
of The Patriot, an obscure weekly 
which the Duke is financing. It is 
stated in circulars that the organi- 
zation wiil be formed “to render 
practical and, if necessary, mili- 
tant defense for the King and em- 
pire.” 

Followthg the Italian precedent, 
the organization is based on units 
of seven members each under a 
leader for the purpose of taking 
active measure against revolution- 
ary elements in their own districts. 
For the purpose of swift mobiliza- 
tion in event of a strike revolu- 
tion, three units form a troop, 
three troops form a company and 
three companies form a division. 

Transport sections will he 
formed, consisting of owners and 
drivers of automobiles, motor- 
eycles and horse vehicles and in- 
telligence departments are to he 
attached to each district to watch 
Bolshevist activities. The whole 
thing is illegal and is likely to 
be dissolved amid the laughter of 
the British public, which refused 
to take the Duke of Northumber- 
land's Bolshevist scare seriously.

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INHERITANCE TAXATION 


History of a Movement Which Has Become a Permanent 
Institution in Nearly Every Civilized Country;

DEDUCTIONS 

As we stated in the previous ar- 
ticle, the Federal Estate Tax Law 
requires an inventory of practical- 
ly every conceivable itern of prop- 
erty of a decédent in ascertaining 
the decedent's gross estate. 

In determining the net estate, 
which is subject to the tax, the 
total amount of the following items 
is allowed as a deduction from the 
value of the gross estate: 

(a) Funeral expenses. 

(b) Administration expenses 
probate court fees, adminis- 
trator's and executor’s fees. 

l.e.,. Claims made against the es- 
tote for money owed by the de- 
cedent to another. 

(d) Unpald mortgages and taxes 
accurcedat the time of decedent's 
death. 

(e Losses from casualty or 
theft, not compensated for by in- 
surance or otherwise. 

t) Amounts expended for the 
support of dependents of the de- 
cedent during settlement of the 
estate, if ordered by a court hav- 
ing jurisdiction over the estate. 

(g) An amount equal to the 
value of any property which can 
as having 
ceived by the decedent as a share 
of the estate of any person who 
died within five’years prior to the 
Geath of the decedent, provided 
the estate tax was collected upon 
such property from the estate of 
the prior decedent. 

(h) The amount of bequests, 
devices, gifts, etc., made to incor- 
porated religious, charitable and 
similar institutions in the United 
States, 

(i) A specific exemption fixed 
by the act at $50,000. 


ASSESSING TAX 

Within one year after the death 
of any person whose gross estate 
aggregates in excess of $50,000, the 
administrator or executor of the 
estate is required to file a return 
with the Collector of Internal 
Revenue of the district in which 
the decedent resided. This return 
is made on a form supplied by the 
revenue department and provides 
for a detailed inventory and ap- 
priaisment of every item of prop-

by the administrator or executor in 
making the return. Upon receipt 
of the return the Collector makes 
his investigation and finally asses- 
ses the tax. . 

The value of the property com- 
prising the gross estate is assessed 
upon its market value at the time 
of the decedent's death. These 
values, in the first instance, are 
appraised by the executor or ad- 
ministrator and set forth in his 
jreturn, and are subject to re- 
appraisement by the collector aft- 
er investigation. 

The entire procedure for the 
Collecfor of the tax is compara- 
tively simple and efficient. 

The tax is due and payable one 
year after the deceden®s death 
and if not paid within 180 days 
after it becomes due, tnterest at 
the rate of 6 per cent is charged 
as a penalty from the date the 
tax became due. Payment of the 
tax is to be made by the exectitor 
or administrator to the Collector 
of Internal Revenue, and the tax 
remains a lien upon the entire 
gross estate until paid. The taw 
authorizes the collector, in his dis- 
cretion, where the tax is not paid 
within a year and 180 days, to 
institute proceedings and sell the 
estate for the payment of the tax. 


RATES OF TAX 

The rates of tax vary from 1 
per cent to 25 per cent, dependent 
upon the amount of the net es- 
tate. For example, the tax 16 1 
per cent on the first $50,000, of 
the net estate; 2 per cent on the 
next $100,000; 3 per cent on the 
next $100,000; 4 per cent on the 
next $200,000; 6 per cent on the 
next $300,000; 8 per cent on the 
next $250,000; 10 per cent on the 
next $500,000, and so on at varying 
rates until the net estate is valued 
at $10,000,000, when the rate is 
25 per cent of the entire excess 
over that amount. 

To give some idea of the tax on 
various sized estates, a net estate 
of $100,000 would be taxeg az 
$1500; a net estate of $250,000, ar 
$5500; a met estate of $500,000, 
at $16,500; an estate of $1,000,000,

— 2 Beasley cursed and re- 
used, Boatwright said, and 

the bandits killed him. ors 

At the inquest into Beasley's 
death discrepancies in Boatwright's 
story appeared. One of these was 
disclosed when Boatwright at- 
tempted to demonstrate just how 
the shooting occurred. ‘The bullet 
in Beasley's body indicated that it 
would have been impossible for 
the bandit to have shot him from 
the side of the car, as Boatwright 
said. The newly organized homi- 
cide squad, formed at the instances 
of the Crime Commission to deal 
with murderers, took over the case 
and started an investigation. 

It was learned that Boatwright 
and Beasley had once been em- 
ployed together in Texas. They 
and several other men had en- 
gaged in a crap game.

To meet this 
situation various plans are now 
being considered by the interested 
milis, one of which is to institute 
actual evening schools in several of 
the plants wherein young men may 
be given the nécessary training to 
enable them to take their places as 
skilled workers in those trades. 

Still another of the elements 
which have to do with an increased 
cost is the restriction provided by 
various ordinances which, for rea- 
sons of eafety and reduction of fire 
hazards, impose certain conditions 
upon the builder. These restric- 
tions, all of which have to do with 
improved construction, in the end 
make for better buildings, better 
homes. 

The fact that scores of subdi- 
visions in Los Angeles have been 
promoted on the “built for sale” 
plan has also wielded its influence 
in extending costs to the home 
owner. When houses are built for 


fi sale there is usually figured in a

Bryant Appa in License 
Revocation Case to be 
Made Test of Amendment

Questioning the legality of the 
recent amendments to the State 
2 estate laws, E. I. Bryant yes- 
| terday filed notice of appeal in Su- 


the decision given on August 21 
when E. T. Keiser, real estate com- 
missioner, revoked his license. The 
present law, Bryant says, attempts 
to combine the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial powers of the 
State in one office, which ie pro- 
hibited by Article 3, Section 1 of 
the State Constitution. 

Bryant's license was permanent- 
ly revoked by Commissioner Keiser, 
following a hearing in his office in 
which Uryant was confronted with 
charges made by F. J. Logsdon, a 
client of his, who asserted that 
Bryant had agreed to transact a 
deal and had received a $100 as 
deposit. The deal fell through and 
Bryant failed to return the money, 
it was asserted. 

The appeal of Bryant is the firat 
to be made since the new amend- 
ment to the law governing real 
estate dealers became effective. 
Under the amendment, real estate 
dealers who appeal from the und- 
ings of the commissioner must put 
up an appeal bond. The amount 
of bond to be set is being awaited 
with interest, by real estate men 
as it will set a precedent.

Property Attacked 


City Cannot Grant Permit, 
Commission Asserts 


Representatives of the Munici- 

pal League and of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Petroleum Company appeared 
yesterday before the Board of Har- 
bor Commissioners in the matter 
of the protests against the estab- 
lishment of an oll-loading station 
by that company’ on Municipal 
Pier No. 1. The occasion was a 
presentation to the commission by 
the league representatives of a 
copy of their communication to the 
City Counct! charging that the 
Harbor Board had granted the 
lease illegally and that the oil 
station on the pier would con- 
stitute a fire menace to Los An- 
geles Harbor. 
H. IL. Moller of the executive 
committee of the League, Anthony 
Pratt, the Leagues secretary, and 
Charles Wellborn, attorney for the 
oil company, were present. Mr. 
Moller said the objection might 
not have been raised had the lease 
been for five years, but that it 
was for thirty years and, he con- 
tends, is contrary to the spirit of 
the law. 

It is the contention of the League 
that a clause in the law making 
the pier sacred to public uses with- 
out any permanent teases to 
private corporations never had 
been repealed properly.

lemon. Beat smooth and fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of three 
eggs. Divide into buttered and 
floured layer cake tins and bake in 


PICKLED WALNUTS 

W. J. B., Hollywood, lost the reci- 
pe for pickled walnuts printed iu 
this department last year, she has 
her green walnuts in a brine and 
wants to know how to finish them. 
Drain the brine from the wal- 
nuts, cover with a fresh brine and 
let stand four days. Mix four 
tablespoons of black pepper with 
three tablespoons of Cayenne pep- 
per, three tablespoons of allspice, 
and three tablespoons of 
ginger. Place in a mortar four 
tablespoons of whole cloves, four 
tablespoons of whole mace, and 
two cups of white mustard seed: 
pound these until they are broken 
into coarse pieces and mix with 
the other spices. Boil two quarts 
of cider vinegar, one cup of tarra- 
gon vinegar, half a cup of sliced 
horseradish, and two cloves of gar- 
lic for five minutes. Drain the 
walnuts and place a layer of them 
in the bottom of a jar, cover with 
a layer of the mixed spices, fill the 
| jar with alternate layer of wainuts 


and spices, and then pour over the 
Boiling vinegar. Let stand until 
cold, seal tight, store in a cool, 
dark place and let stand thirty 
days before using. 


PRESERVED FIGS

split, firm figs, wash and place 
them in a saucepan, cover with 
t+colad water, bring to 4 boil and stim- 
mer gently until they are nearly 
transparent.

Place In a4 
saucepan four cups of sugar, three 
cups of water, and the thin peel 
of one lemon: bring to a boll, skim, 
and boil for five minutes.
